MIXED OPINIONS ON GRAIN MIXING 


Opinions on the mixing of grain seem 
to be about as badly mixed as the grain 


ever was. 
hearing evidence in Saskatchewan during 
the winter, to the effect that mixing is 
justifiable and is not justifiable; that it 
is good policy and bad policy; that it 
raises the price level and depresses it; 
that it benefits the growers and that it 
robs the grower. 

The U.F.A. convention a few weeks ago 
in Edmonton had a field day on the same 
subject, and wound up by re fusing to pass 
a _reeolution condemning the practice. 
From which it may be concluded that 
when the investigating Commission gets 
to Alberta it will listen to the same con- 
flict of testimony and opinion that it has 
encountered in Saskatchewan. 

The farmer, being the man who 
grows the wheat, is very plainly entitled 
| to be heard on any matter which is sup- 
| posed to affect the market value of it. 
{ But until the farmers arrive at something 
like agreement as to the effect of mixing 
upon the fortunes of the grower and upon 


the worth of the crop to the country, par- | 


liament is not at all likely to try to sup- 
press mixing, and cannot with any show 
of fairness be blamed for not trying. 
One result, it may be hoped, will come 
from the present outburst of contradict- 
ory views from the grain growers. The 
pponents of mixing may be a little less 
severe in their denunciation of grain 
dealers, government officials, and even 
parliament itself, because mixing is per- 
mitted and practised. When the growers 
annot agree that the practice is harmful 
to themselves or to the country there is 
10 point in suggesting that parliament is 
ouanonel of crooks, that officials are un- 
faithful, or that dealers are scoundrels, 
because mixing is done. 
A CALL FOR ACTION 
Quite cleariy the people of Edmonton 
ire interested in the power question, No- 
body can doubt that who uses his ears. 
\nother proof is the large number of let- 
ers on the subject which have been pub- 
shed by the Bulletin during recent weeks. 
Edmonton people are not much given to 
writing to the papers’. The number of 
these letters is the more significant on 
that account. They have come from 
people residing in all parts of the city, en- 
gaged in many occupations, and from 
writers representing widely different 
ew-points on the academic question of 
\unicipal versus company operation of 
tilities. On the basis that one reader in 
thousand may write a letter for publi 
ition in reference to a question in which 
Jl are interested, these letters make plain 
that the people of the city are thinking 
bout power, more generally and more 
enly than for many years. 
It will be noted that the writers of the 
tters are, almost without exception, 
king for information, and not pro- 
unding power policies off-hand. Prac- 
cally none of them have taken the un- 
easoning attitude that we must or must 
1t continue to generate power as a muni- 
ipal undertaking, regardless of cost and 
other conditions. What they want to 
know is where Edmonton can get power, 
an ample and continuous supply of it, at 
a price which will enable this city to meet 
its competitors on an even footing in the 
race for industrial development. None of 
the writers have been “touting” for pri- 
vate interests or abstract theory. What 
they want is that the power question shall 
be dealt with as a matter of business; that 
council shall find out from what sources 
power can be got;

ORGANIZED IRON 
Iron is one of the many important elements found in the human body, 
and yet there is only about one-eighth of an ounce in a person of a hundred | 
and fifty pounds. This amount, small as it is, is vitally important to life. | 
In some diseases, as in anemia, the amount may dwindle down to only ten 
per cent of the normai quantity. From a superficial 
consideration it would seem that this deficiency could 
be easily made up by using more of the foods rich in 
iron. This is undoubtedly true to some extent, but the | 
forced feeding of the iron-bearing foods is not alone | 
sufficient to cure an advanced case of pernicious 
emia. 
There is usually enough iron in an ordinary mixed 
diet to supply all of the body's requirements. The one | 
great fault is that in some diseases the body cannot 
converdt this iron into blood and tissue. This is due 
to the toxic state of the system, which interferes with 
metabolism. For example, when the body is

every animal and vegetable cell, 
which makes it one of the important | 

constituents of the human body. 
| _ But the vital factor in energizing | 

Ergosterol is not the lowly fungus. 

Instead, it is the exposure to ultra 

violet ray light, which is called ir- 

radiation, This process, said Dr, 

Hess, when applied not only to er- 

gosterol but to oils, milk, cereals and 

other foods, makes the eating of 
themrequivalent to taking ultra violet 
rays internally. However, in case 
of ergosterol, at least, the exposure 
to the invisible rays does something 
more, It creates vitamin “D” with 
special effectiveness and gives the 
drug a remarkable power which both 
prevents and cures rickets. |
